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Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The publication entitled CSI: Miami is classified as: 

Unrestricted: Suitable for mature audiences 16 years of age and over. 

The publication is of a step-by-step crime solving computer game based on a popular television 
series. The occasional depictions and descriptions of violence and sex are formulaic and easily 
recognisable as such by players of all ages. While some of these presentations are likely to disturb 
children and more sensitive players they are brief, in relation to the drawn out game play, and 
generally unrealistic. Therefore the publication is unlikely to be injurious to the public good, but is 
more suitable for mature players. 

This publication does not raise issues that make it likely to be restricted. As such the rights and 
freedoms in section 14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 can be read consistently with 
the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 and are not impeded in any way. 
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
